The Council and School Trustees 
’ Present Their Annual 
Reports. 


About a score or so of tax payers 
and residents assembled at tie town 
hail on Tuesday evening last,in response 
to the call by the Mayer for a public | * 
meeting to receive the annual reports 
of the Town Council and Schoo! Board. 
The slim attendance inay be taken asa 
guarantee from the citizens that they 
are well satistied with the record of the 
n.unicipal officers and school board for 
the past year. 

Mr. T. B. Baker, chairman of the 
Boxrd of Trustees, occupied the chair 
tirst, and after a few opening remarks 
called upon Secretary Seymour Green 
for the annual reports. Mr. Green 
read reports from the Principal, Mr. 
A. M. Fenwick, Inspector Rothwell, 
and also that of the Board and the 
Treasurer's annual statement, all of | 
which went to shew that the school | 
was under the wost, efficient manage- 
ment. 

Mr. Bogue moved and Mr. Herrler 
seconded that the reports be received 
and adopted. 

Before the motion was put to the 
meeting, Mr. Wm. Grayson said the 
report of the Inspector and that of the 
Board seemed co conflict in regard to 
the equipment of the building. The 
Inspector stated that two of the rooms 
were not properly ventilated, while 
the Board stated that the equipment of 
the building was in a satisfactory cun- 
dition. 

Mr. Baker explained that the two 
rooms referred to had been poorly 
ventilated for a number of years, and 
when the trustees said the building 
was in proper condition, they had 
reference more particularly to the new 
structure. The Board were not_ able 
to remedy the evil at the present time. 
but they contemplated providing better 
heating accommodation for the old 
building, and when that was being 
done steps would also be taken for the 
proper ventilation of the rooms. 

Mr. OB. Fysh was ylad to see in 
the report of the Trustees, that they 
were considering the erection of a 
fence around the school property and 
believed it was the proper thing to do, 
as it would be in the interests of both 
the scholars and the teachers, and 
better results would be obtained. 

Mr. Baker then put the motion and 
on the vote being taken it carried 
unanin:ously. 

Mr. HU. Rorison asked for in- 
formation regarding the mid-summer 
examinations. At present he thought 
a great injustice was done oyr citizens 
hy the school ordinance, by charging a 
fee of five doliars fer children educated | 
in the Moose Jaw school, while candi 
dates from outside the Territories were 
only charged two dollars. He thought 
if the grievance was to he remedied it 
should be mentioned in the report. 

Mr. Fenwick, the Principal, was 
called upon to explaif. = He said Mr. 
| Rorison was evidently laboring under 
” misconception. The mid-summer | 
examinations were not that pupils 
should know their standing, tut for;

The sundry assets vandey. sash 
the town amounted to 7,900.10;  side- 
walks $5,709.50 ; bridges $1, 500 ; tire, 
water and light $3, 153.95; the total 
assets amounting to over $20,000, 
while the liabilities of the town are 
only $15,325. The largest expends- 
ture last year was made under the 
Board of Works Committee. About 
$1000 had been expended by this 
committee in permanent improvements, 
but the town was now in pretty good 
shupe and it would be unnecessary to 
expend much in this direction during 
the ensuing year. He therefore thought 
that it might be possivle to strike a 
lower rate : of taxation for the next 
year and hoped that it would be only 
18 mills instead of 20 «ills as has 
been the case for two successive years. 

Mc. Bogue brought in an estimate of 
the receipts and expenditures-for 1897. 
He thought it was a good idea, as it 
gave the new Council something to go 
by. He estimated the receipts and 
expenditures at $7,30500, but ex 
pected that it would vary a little from 
this as unexpected matters would crop 
up during the year. 

Mr. Baker, as a large taxpayer, said 
he was pleased to see the promised 
reduction. It would not amount to 
much to smal! taxpayers, but the mer- 
chants who paid the majority of the 
taxes would appreciate it very much 
He also thought the purchase of the 
town hall lets was a wise . transaction, 
and as tc the scales, he thtught that if 
the Council could realize $100 a year 
from them they would not regret the 
step taken, and they would prove a 
good investment. He was pleased to 
notice that there was nothing in the 
estimates for the proposed catch basin 
at the C. P. R. depot. This was as it 
should be, Ifthe C.P.R. prevented 
the natural flow of the water they had 
a right to provide the PeOpee drainage 
for its removal. 

The mention of drainage again 
brought Mr. Rorison to his feet. He 
thought it was unfair to the residents 
on Manitoba street that the whole 
town should be drainel down to that 
locality and the water left there ander 
their noses to create disease. Some 
provision should be made for its re 
moval and if not there would be a row. 

A Voice.—You lf have to row with 
the C.P R. 

Mr. Rorison.— No, we have nothing 
to do with the C, P. R. We pay our 
taxes to the town and to the town we 
will look for redress. 

Mr Fysh then took the floor, He 
suid if there was to be any row on, he 
would certainly be there to hold Mr. 
Rorison’s coat. He said a small sum 
should have been placed in the estt- 
mates, and then the Council should 
proceed against the C P.R. under the 
Dominion Drainage Act, and compel 
them to make provision for the remov 
al of the water off their property 
Speaking of taxation he agreed with 
Mr. Boker regarding the reduction 
and although perhaps a sual! taxpayer 
was glad to hear of it, and hoped that 
even a greater reduction might be 
made. He did vot believe that the 
merchants paid the taxes. . The mer- 
chants added the taxes to the cost of 
their goods, and then the profit; the 
people boug't the goods, therefore 
they pxid the taxes, although it was 
the werchants who actualiy handled 
the money. 

Councillor Herrler being called upon 
aleo thought that the C.P.R. should be 
d 
by them blocking the natural fall of 


ings. He also drew attention to the 
tire brigade, and hoped that steps would 
be taken shortly for its re-organization. 

Mr. Korison moved and Mr, Beard 
seconded, that a vote of thanks be 
tendered to the retiring Mayor aud 
Council for the manner in which they 
had looked after the interests of the 
town during the past year. The 
motion carried unauimousiy. 

Mr. Bogue in replying thanked 
thems very much for their kindness 
He was sorry that more of the old 
Council were not present, and regret 
ted very much the absence of the chair 
nan of the Board of Works, under 
whew most of the expenditures were 
made. He thanked them for their 
suggestions nod said it was the wish

that the brignde would soon be re- 

ocganized. He aleo thought that the 
towr. should petition the Government 
for a post office. At present Moose 
Jaw hal no Government building. 
This was one that was needed and one 
that we should have. He deemed it 
an honor to be Mayor of Moose Jaw, 
and thought that the future prospects 
of the town were brighter than they 
had been for a number of yeara. The 
Council for }897 was a good one. They 
had a zoodchairman of the Board of 
Works and also of the Finance Com- 
mittee. The old Council sometimes 
held different opinions regarding muni- 
cipal matters, but he liked that; he 
liked to see an independent Council. 
It had been his intention this year to 
retire, owing to pressure of business, 
but on being asked by several rate- 
payers to again act as Mayor, he con- 
sented to accept, and in accepting the 
ottice healso accepted the responsibihty. 

He thought it was the duty of every 
citizen to take an active interest in 
municipal affairs, and do their best 
for the advancement of the town in 
which they lived.

ERRORS IN ESTIMATING. 


Smmense Difference in Estimated and 
Actaal Cont; 


The estimated cost of the Manches- 
ter ship canal was $28,750,000. Nearly 
$80,000,000 was spent before the 
canal was ready for: business. The in- 
ternationa! commission reported in 1856 
that the cost of digging the Suez Canal 
would certainly not exceed $40,000,000. 
It had cost $94,500,000, to say noth- 
ing of Egypt’s gratuitous building of 
lighthouses, dredging of the harbors, 
advance of money without interest, and 
«gift of forced labor, the whole amount- 
ing to $20,000,000 more. Engineers 
spent a year collecting data for their 
report on the Congo railroad, which 
they asserted could be built for $5.000,-

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FAMINE MENACES INDIA. 


GOVERNMENT PREPARING TO RE- 
LIEVE IMFENDING DISTRESS. 


Famine Code Goes Inte Force—Every @Mm- 
ctal Ordered to His Pest—Pablic Werks 
to Be Undcrtaken—Private Charity. 


* All civil servants now on leave have 
been warned that, unless the situation 
is improvea by a considerable fal! of 
rain within the next fortnight, they 
will be required to return to India im- 
mediately.” This announcement from 
Sombay foreshadows another of those 
campaigns against the famine which 
the Government of India has to em- 
bark on periedically when the rains, on 
Which the millions of that vast contin- 
ent depend for their harvests and food, 
fail toany great extent over wide areas, 
says the St. James’ Gazette. Every 
province has now its Famine Code, lay- 
ing down detailed instructions as to the 
duties and responsibilities of all offi- 
cers, from the highest to the lowest; 
also a list of sanctioned public works 
of various descriptions, plans and es- 
timates for which have been duly pre- 
pared. ‘These lists are revised annually, 
while the codes are the outcome of ex- 
perience derived from former famines. 
ihe leading principle of relief is to ex- 
ict some work proportioned to their 
strength from all capable of performing 
it—men, women and children. The sick 
and infirm, children of tender years,and 
women who are forbidden by custom to 
show their faces in the presence of any 
male not a near blood relation are ex- 
empted. For these relief is granted by 
a house-to-house visitation on the re- 
ports of native subordinates; but is 
more open to abuse and at the same 
time less adequate than that afforded 
on works where tabor is registered, sup- 
ervised and measured, by skilled over- 
seers. When the works are of mag- 
nitude each has

huts being provided for the thousands 
congregated on it, while a large staff 
is employed to took «iter sanitary and 
police arrangemeuts. supplies of grain, 
and medical requiremeats. Those who 
can find work within tour or five miles 
of their homes se!dum make use of the 
camps, preferring to trudge eight or 
ten miles daily. As a rule relief is 
dispensed in the form of a daily wage, 
which enabies the recipients to buy what 
they please from grain sellers incamp 
cor village. At one time uf dole was 
in grain, not money; but this was not 
{ound to answer generally, though atill 
authorized in certain cases. Keports 
show that able-bodied persons who earn 
tbe fuli famine wage keep in fair condi- 
‘ion when they spend what they re- 
ceive on food for themselves, as_ they 
generally do. When they stint them- 
selves for the sake of their families this 
‘an hardly be expected. It 1s common 
enough, however, for persons of both 
sexes to take a lower wage in order that 
they may do less work. Even for chil- 
dren of tender years who accompany 
thelr parents to retief works a small 
dole is permissable: but experience has 
proved that this has oftem been appro- 
priated by a parent, and that, even 
when gruel or milk is substituted,noth- 
ing is harder than to prevent little 
children from suffering. Even when 
the parents do all they can for them, 
milk,- which they require more than 
anything else, is not procurable; for 
it must be remembered that before hu- 
man beings resort to relief works want 
of fodder has slain cows and goats by 
thousands. 


THE FAMINE WAGE, 


which varies according to sex, age, and 
the labor performed, has been tramed 
with the advice of medical experts, after 
considerable experience. Human nature 
being what it is, British officers—civ- 
ilians, engineers, doctors—have not on- 
ly to think out plans of all sorts, and 
be constantly on the move inspecting, 
but have also to superintend every de- 
partment of action most closely, in or- 
der that the intentions of Government 
may not be frustrated by neglect or 
peculation. Grain riots, with a gener- 
al increase of crime, are natural concom- 
itants of famine, and necessitate spe- 
cial police and vigilance. Then—as if 
body and brain were not sufficiently 
taxed by the labor, anxiety, and hor- 
rors inseparable from the situation— 
Government demands constant reports 
and returns, reviewed and criticised 
too often from an armchair at Simla 
or Calcutta in a manner not encourag- 
ing to hard-worked district officials ; 
though it may impress others with the 
idea that no aystem of relief can suc- 
ceed without secretaries at headquar- 
ters, who in turn stand in awe of ques- 
tions from the Secretary of State and 
members of Parliament intent on prov- 
ing that Anglolndian officials, from 
Warren Hastings, onward, are proverb- 
ially deficient in philanthropy. At one 
time there is an uncertain sound that 
life is to be preserved at any cost; at 
another, when the Finance Minister is 
sore pressed for funds, a hint is given 
to restrain excessive expenditure, in- 
discriminate charity, and so forth. Thus, 
with much wear and tear and inkshed, 
the battle waged, but on the whole 
with extraordMary vigor and success. 

It now appears to be recognized that 
if the Government, by 

PUBLIC RELIEF MEASURES, 

ean keep the poorest classes from star- 
vation, or rather in a physical condition 
not much below their ordinary state of 
health, regard being had to the fact 
that they are accustomed to subsist on 
a limited grain diet, this is as much 
as can be attempted in a big province. 
To demoralize large masses who stand 
in need of the lessons inculcated by 
self-help and thrift by teachi them 
to rely exclusively on public charity, 
and to burden unduly the generai tax- 
payer, are risks which local officers en- 
€aged in relieving distress are natur- 
aliy more ready to incur than those 
in high places. The golden mean is al- 
ways difficult of attainment. In cam- 
Paigus of such an arduous nature there 
must always be ample need of private 
charity, which in towns and large ea- 
tates is seldom wanting, for wealthy na- 
tives are at all times used to give alms, 


especially to Brahmans and those of 
their own caste. Government aid. is re- 
stricted to public works, remissions of 
land revenue, and loans to needy land- 
owners and culfivators for making

Lastly, it should never be forgotten 
thatt he reason why famine in India 
nowadays is not attended by loss of life 
on a la scale, as in years not far 
distant, is to be found in the enlight- 
ened policy that has covered the land 
with railways and constructed fertil- 
izing canals and tanks with thousands 
of wells. The country is so large that 
the monsoons never fail over its entire 
area. When the grain stocks are low 
in one province they can be replenish- 
ed from anotber by means of the rail- 
way. Thirty or even twenty years ago 
this could not have been said. Hence 
the railway is the chief preventive 
against famine. 


TRANSPARENT MIRRORS. 


The transparent mirror which has re- 
cently been invented by a German 
chemist will doubtless find many pat- 
rons among women. There are those 
who go so far as to say that no woman 
can pass a mirror of any kind without 
a glance at her reflection. The big 
plate-glass windows of the shops fur- 
nish pjenty of examples to prove this 
assertion. Indeed, these very windows 
illustrate the principle of the trans- 
parent mirror. Every one has noticed 
how, in passing one of these on a bright 
day, if the interior is dark or dingy, one 
gets a very good view of oneself re- 
flected from the plate glass. Reflec- 
tions seen in a car window at night 

are examples of the same thing. 

On the same principle, when the light 
and the observer are on the reflecting 
side of a transparent mirror, one seeS 
his own reflection. But if the light 
is on the opposite one sees the objects 
beyond through the glass just as 
through an ordinary window. i 

These windows are made by coating 
glass with a chemical preparation of 
silver nitrate and other materials mix- 
ed up in a manner that has been pat- 
ented by the inventor. That part of 
it isn’t interesting. What does ap- 
peal to the feminine fancy and to that 
of the magician is the number of uses 
to which it can be put. 

The new mirrors are now being made 
by a large firm in France in various 
sizes and shapes—big mirrors in frames 
to set on the floor, panel-shaped glasses 
for the dresser, besides those of intri- 
cate and complicated design. 

One of these ‘“‘magic mirrors” placed 
in the panel of the door opening into 
a brightly lighted reception room would 
furnish endless amusement to a hostess 
who is inclined to be curious about the 
impression her home makes upon her 
visitors. :

Talk by Telephene. 

Telephoning under the ocean has long 
been the puzzle of some of the best 
electricians in this and other countries. 
Now a Russian Edison, one Kildische- 
wsky, claims to have made a discovery 
that will do away with the effect of 


distance in decreasing the intensity of 


sound transmitted. So confident is M. 
Kildischeweky that his instrument will 
solve the problem that he has journey- 
ed to London to make an attempt to 
talk with New York over the transat- 
lantic cables. Already, he says, be 
has talked through the water of the 
River Don, and has found no difficulty 
in hearing plainly at a distance of over 
100 miles. With the great transat- 
lantic cables and their electrical equip- 


ment he promises to make a London 
whisper heard in New York. 


If the Russian’s apparatus does its 
work wealth untold is his, but the wise 
men of electricity cannot bring them-
